him to take off his Rings, which accordingly he did, by raifing him- 
ſelf upon his knees, and gave themto his Unkle; which done, he Jaid 
his head on the Block, and holding up his left hand; the Execatio- 
ner at oneblow and-a ſmall raſe ſevered his head from his body.
